'GRNEBAZ. NOTES' SPEECH. 


The ipeeoh at Columbus, with which th 


Kepublioan candidate for Governor of Ohk 
opened his campaign, on Thursday even 
inglaaf,ha* the.merit* of clearness end 
vigor., He U.evidently, well aware that h 
is addressing an audience possessed of 
common honesty and common sense. After 
briefly sketching the record of the Bepub-

whenever opportunity presents itself, and 
who refuse to wath from their hands the 
blood of their old treason; This would be 
a significant warning to evil-doers, as well 
as » recognition and-encouragement of 
hose who are well disposed.
